DEATH OF COLONEL JOHN D. GRAY. 


His Part in the Public Enterprises of 
the State. 

A few days since we made mention of the 
fact that Hon. Arthur H. Gray, of Catoo- 
sa, had been summoned home suddenly 
by a telegram wfich announced that his 
father, Mr. John D. Gray, was dying. Mr. 
Gray left for home a tew hours after the 
receipt of the telegram. Upon his arrival 
there he found his father’s condition to be 
such that all hope of his recovery was given 
up. Mr. Gray died Sunday last surrounded 
by many warm friends. His death was not 
unexpected by those who knew his condi- 
tion. For a year past he had been suffering 
with a cancer on his face, and strength grad- 
ually continued to leave him until death 
brought sweet relief. Mr. Gray was well 
known in this and other southern states as 
an extensive railroad contractor. 
He was born in London in 1808, conse- 
quently he was quite old. He came to the 


and made his home in the south. 
During his life he had many railroad enter- 
prises in the southern states, building long 
lines of railway in Alabama, Mississippi, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Tennessee, North Caro- 
lina and South Carolina. The Charleston 
and Hamburg railroad, which was finished 
in 1830, and which was probably the first 
railroad that was ever equipped, was built 
by him. The deceased built the Atlanta 
mining and rolling mill, now the Atlanta ; 
rolling mill, in 1867, and was president of 
the scmatbeles for several years. The West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad from Dalton to 
Chattanooga was alsoeduilt by him, 

Numerous other enterprises in the south 
are left standing as a monument to the 
energy and enterprise of the deceased, For 
several years Mr. Gray was the honored 
president of the Macon and Western rail- 
road, and under his management that in- 
stitution saw its brightest days. The de- 
ceased during his long life made numerous 
friends wherever he was employed in 
business, and was honored and admired by 
all who knew him.
